The evening's activities were form- 
ally opened when the Governor Gen- 
eral, represented by 13a«;i McLean, 
of the Students' Council, took t.he 
Chair and delivered the speech from 
the Throne. He outlined the varions 
Phases through which the country 
Imis been passing and staled that 
the Dominion was now emerging 
from a stase of depression that the 
time was now opportune to in- 
augurate a revision of taxation. Era- I 
7iha«is was laid on the. scarcity of' 
settlers in thin vast country. Emigra- 
t ion has been on the increase re- 
cently and agencies havr been es- 
tablished in Europe, under Govern- 
ment control, with a view »o turning 
the streams of desirable immigrants 
to our unsettled portions. Mention 
was made of the tra.de Treaties con- 
cluded wim Australia, and France. 

Tin- Governor General then ad- 
vised the Members that they would 
be invited to decide. On the question 
of a Canadian Embassy to Washing- 
ton. The main issue of the evening's 
session, was tihe last item to be 
mentioned in the Speech. — the Rill 
Tor Senate Reform- 

It was moved by L. Edei. of the 
Government, that an addttss »>ï pre- 
sented to his Excellence the Gover- 
i'-iqr Gen»i?; for the we'l-defined and 
important speech which he delivered 
-.o the Kust.. This Member stated 
that he represented the Constituency 
of Walla Walla. Sask.. and was ful- 
ly aware of the necessity of increas- 
ing immigration and of the benefits 
to be derived therefrom- "A great 
economic structure has been built 
up i rj Canada." he went on, "And. at 



to the composition of the House, but 
his objection was ruled out.

Edcl concluded by statin? i lia t 
continued rejection of the Govern- 
ment's Bill to curti the powers of 
the Senate would only result In 
greater determination on the part of 
Government. Davics, of Sto. Thérèse 
seconded Edcl's motion that an ad- 
dress be forwarded to the. Govern- 
or General. 

An amendment 10 the Bill was 
moved by Jaclv Quintan, of IBs Ma- 
jesty's most loyal Opposition. He 
elaborated on the great importance 
of the Senate and stated that it was 
an indispensable part of the Govern- 
ment: the passage of the proposed 
Bill would eliminate this esretitla'. 
element. T.he Member concluded 
amidst loud applause. 

Humphrey, in seconding this mo- 
tion for the amendment explained 
the functions of the Senate and how 
it prevents one section from swamp- 
ing another on any Issue. He cited 
the case of the Maritime Provinces: 
they were having hard times, but 
could always look to the Senate for 
help- The Speaker then announce- 
cd the moving and seconding of the 
amendment to the Bill. 

As there were expected to be sev-

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ON EDITORIAL SANCTIMOSITY 




This in the nature of a confession. Last night we esconced 
ourself in the chair whence it is our wont to pour the soothing balm 
of wisdom upon the festering sores of petty animosities. Thus en- 
throned, we have been known to lend our steady hand to guide 
the faltering footsteps of an infant society making its debut in col- 
legiate circles, and even on occasion to dispense words of praise 
and commendation to those whose efforts had found favo r at the 
altar of our omniscience. 

We recalled with pain the times when in righteous ire we rose 
to smite the transjjressor of the students' social code, and repent- 
ed that, flustered by the importance of our mission, we should 
have loosed against him the full force of our withering rebuke. On 
second thought, there was not need of half our attention to make 
him feel a pariah among men of scholarly deportment. 

We had not sat long in the editorial chair when the Genius 
which inhabits it had inspired us to write on Introspection and its 
value as an inventoyr of psychical development and the proper ap- 
plication of intellectual gifts to an individual's sphere of social re- 
lationship.

That we are not now devoting ourself to some admonitory dis- 
sertation, is in part due to our afore-mentioned lapse into self-an- 
alysis, the startling results of which have temporarily rendered 
us incapable of properly discharging our onerous duties. Besides, 
the holiday spirit has pervaded even our normally imperturbable 
nature, and restored to it the milk of human kindness too often 
repressed by the vexatious problems which beset our station.

But the teacher and parent must be 
ready. to give him a new start. for 
many adolescents have gone wrong in 
latter life through not being given a 
new chance. 

"I know, the fact is" said Mr. 
raton, "that the. adolescent is a 
trying young cub." He is losing fast 
those qualities which made him so 
beautiful as a child. His frankness is 
lirinit — his beautiful face begins to 
break out, hi s voice becomes wbeedy, 
and ho 'has extremely strong ideas. 

For now he has his own ideas and 
dreams, and wishes to go his own 
way. !t is then that he is liable to 
break airay. but, said the speaker, 
it t'aSeVtwo to make' a rupture. 
Many sad stories have been WTitten 
about mods leaving homes in this 
period of life, and love is the only way 
to prevent auch ruptures. And the 
only love that is worth while is that 
which is puncture proof-endures all 
things. Tho adolescent has a new 
reticence — be will not communicate 
his sahoôî affairs to his parents. He 
is reaching forward to the new world. 
Now Is the time for that love which 
bears a:ll things. 

Another important characteristic ot 
adolescence is the fact that it ia 
txtra.or-dina.rily sensitized. It will 
notice the slightest kindnesses or 
i.nocks. Mr. Paton said that the 
advice to "never punish a boy with 
out praying for him" was the only 
way to do real good by punishment 
"In this society, it is important to 
notice the «différence beween the herd 
life and the social life.

ed lecture on 'Old London' and other 
historic subjects, together with an 
address on the Romança of Arcitl- 
.ccture. 

Lord WUIingdon, former governor 
of Bombay, will arrive herp in April, 
and will speak on India. lie has had 
a wide experienco in that country 
and his lecture is said to be a most 
entertaining and informative one. 

Others who have accepted imita- 
tions from the National Council of 
Education, but for whom no dates 
have yet been set, include Lord 
Jleston, Sir George Lloyd, Lord Par- 
moor, member of the Ramsay Mac-
